The Story of “The Exile of Erin.” 


ONE ofr moet pathetic of all ih wong 
‘The Exile of Erin,” and, stranj 
naugh, it was penned by a Scotaman, Thomas 
Campbell, "A curious story in told concerning 
this velobrated song. Campbell was. touring 
the Continent, and at Hamburg met Anthony 
MeCunn, exiled from his native country for 
‘being implicated in tho Trish Robelion of 1708, 
‘Campbell bad always had a strong affection 
for tho Emorild Tele, and in addition to “The 
Exile of Eri,” he wrote “The Trish Harper

“The Exile ” as a ecoond part to this dogsere). 

Tniternal evidenon sufices to dispose of any 
such accusation, for Reynolds could not. have 
written “The Exile” if he had been offered a 
thousand pounds for doing it, because it is a 
work of genius and the prodsiction of a great 
poct. Nevertheless, Campbell was driven to 
dofonding his authorship in the ‘Times news: 
paper, his reply appearing on June 17th, 1830. 

Camptell himself had. the opportuni 
claiming a poem which waa not his own, for 
when a fainous Edinburgh journal copied a 
poem. fromm an obscure Trish paper, a poem 
entitled "The Burial of Sir Jon Moore," now 
known to be the work of an Irish parson named 
Wolfe, and that without signature, almost 
everybody jumped to the conclusion that it 
‘was Campbell's work and would hanily believe 
him when be denied it,

report Inst ywar stated that during the year 
205 signals Were roceived from Big Beo, and 
cm only thtee occasion was the error as great 4 
tiiree seconds. On 0 days it was one socond, 
snd on 106 days Tess thaas half m second. 

This accuracy would havo delighted Sir 
Benjamin Hall, who, a4 Chief Commiassionee of 
Works, was responsitile for Big Ben's co 
suction in 1850, whete it was stipulated that 
isa errors should never exreed B seconds !

You must realize that 
some twenty miles above the earth s surfueo 
thero is a layer of electrified and rarcfed air

It in almost. sa though a copper abeet 


rwere suspended about twenty mies above the 


Carth s surface. Owing to natural eases, the 
revetting power of thin conductive sheet varies 
from time to Lime, just in the same way that a 
mirror vilects excellently at one moment, 
bbut when ono breathes on it, bocomes dim. 

‘A Good Theory. 

“You must imagine, therefore, whea you 
are reoeiving at great distances that occasionally 
‘8 sort of mist forms on this miecting micror, 
marring its raiecting propertios, and, theref 
sweakeniog your signal. ‘This iz, of éourre, only 
theory ; but it isa good theory, inasmuch a 
there are very many other experiiental corro- 
orations, which it is rather outside the sphere 
‘of this letter to go into now. ‘The elloct takes 
place at distances probably over 100. miles, 
and gots more and more marked as the distance 
is increased. 

“This is not to say that fading cannot bo 
noticed at shorter distances, but it is. rarer. 
‘The only way we could possibly get over the 
teflect would bo to inerease our power tentold, 
in which ose, I daresay saost of the areas int 


England would be fairly fren from * fading 
a this effect is called, But we cannot under 
the term> of out licence do this, 

Tho effect is more apparent an short waves. 
andl in probably mom Uhely to acer at night 
Tt is one of these natural phenom na that one is 
‘up aguinst in tho art of wirelors, and ono 
ean give practically no advice an to how to 
‘overcome i Ono ean only be patient and 
hope that somo discoveries may bo made in 
‘tho futnre which will, at any rate, minimico

Eflects of Daylgbt.

layer becomes more or lees a good rilector, 
our signals become louder or weaker:
